Blood on our hands 


Time to protect our sex-trade workers 


Prostitute, human being and writer 
Monica Valliquette has worked in 
Edmonton's sex industry since 1979. 
First ina series of articles. 


OVER THE LAST 20 YEARS, MANY 
community members have com- 
plained to city councillors about the 
street prostitution problem and of 
course, councillors and the police 
responded by pushing prostitutes 
further away from the city’s core 
communities. Consequently, the 
hookers scattered and tried to ply 
their trade in less noticeable areas. 
As they did so, their safety was jeop- 
ardized. 

The latest victim found in a field, 
Ms. Melissa Munch, a.k.a. Melissa 
Ashley, missed a court appearance 
December 24, 2002. She had been 
charged with communicating in 
public for the purpose of soliciting 
prostitution. Was Melissa out there 
the night before trying to scrounge 
up the money she knew she would 
hav e to pay the courts for her

one? Apparently the number is 20. 
Sixteen unsolved murders and four 
missing women are enough. Finally 
the whispers of “a serial killer” are 
being spoken by stronger voices. 

Late last summer, Councillor 
Janice Melnychuk wanted to call a 
townhall meeting to summon sup- 
port for a red light district, but no 
such meeting ever took place. 
Apparently the “bible-thumpers” 
didn’t like the idea. Well, bible 
thump this: while citizens wish this 
age-old, world-wide problem away, 
prostitutes are getting raped, beaten 
and murdered. Every do-gooder 
that has ever spoken out against 
prostitution on the streets, without 
offering alternative solutions, has 
blood on their hands. 

It doesn’t have to be this way. 
Jamie Lee Hamilton of Vancouver 
saw a real need to help prostitutes in 
that city’s lower east side and 
opened a bawdy house in the neigh- 
bourhood. Offering clean sheets and

proper facilities, the prostitutes are 
welcome, for a nominal fee, to bring 
their johns and ply their trade ina 
safe environment. Though the estab- 
lishment was closed for a while after 
Ms. Hamilton was charged with the 
crime of running a common bawdy 
house, she has found a great deal of 
support for her cause and recently 
re-opened in an effort to keep 
women safe. In spite of her troubles 
with the courts, Ms. Hamilton 
knows that what she is doing is bet- 
ter than doing nothing at all. She 
accepts the difficulties involved in 
challenging Canada’s hypocritical 
and contradictory prostitution laws 
and is forging new ground. Maybe 
Edmontonians should consider her 
example. 

Australia has recently set up a 
zone of tolerance in their infamous 
St. Kilda district. Amsterdam has, a 
long time ago, accepted that prosti- 
tution is a part of society and sex- 
workers needed safe working condi- 
tions. Germany has recently made a 
move to de-stigmatize the sex-trade 
industry. 

Canada took prostitution off the 
law books more than three decades 
ago. It’s time to take another step 
and provide alternatives to women 
plying their trade in fringe areas of 
the city where they put their lives at 
tisk. It’s time to stop the holier-than- 
thou attitude that prevents women 
in the industry from being treated 
like other human beings.

A FEW MONTHS AGO I WAS DRIVING 
around, burning up some cheap 
Alberta gas and listening to the 
radio (CKUA of course). The 
announcer was giving a plug for an 
upcoming, benefit concert of some 
sort at the Riverbend Community 
Hall. I didn’t immediately recognize 
any of the other scheduled perform- 
ers, but sure enough, special guest 
Bill Bourne was going to be on 
hand. It seems almost expected, 
whether he’s up on some stage on 
his own, teamed up with Lester 
Quitzau and Madagascar Slim 
doing their Tri Continental thing, 
working yet again with Shannon 
Johnson, or just dropping in ona 
stage to back up whomever; if 
there’s a stage somewhere, the ven- 
erable and ever valuable Bill Bourne 
will show up eventually. 

“I’ve done a lot of benefit concerts 
in this town over the Jast five 
years,” he says of his perpetual 
presence. “It could be magical, usu- 
ally pretty fun.

I mean obviously it’s going 
to be more interesting if you're 
playing something and somebody 
else puts in their two cents worth.” 

Bourne's a pretty substantial 
force on his own, as his latest 
album, Voodoo King attests.

become known for — a blues folk 
force, a collection of creations that 
are as poetic as they are eclectic. 
Recorded at a variety of venues and 
studios over a two-year period, his 
attitude to the whole process nicely 
sums up the Bourne philosophy: 
there’s always more than meets the 
eye. 

“The recording process is pretty 
intriguing. It’s just that there's 
always been this debate in my mind 
about recording, because it really 
sticks the music in, like a perfor- 
mance that defines it. Whereas my 
experience with songs is that they're 
always evolving, they’re always 
changing. So what it really means is 
that if you do a recording, you want 
to try and get a performance which 
has some continuity, where you're 
really connecting as an artist, as a 
musician, as performers.” 

For Bourne it seems that writing 
is almost as automatic as breathing. 
But the songs he writes are never 
static creations: he never wants to 
insist that what he wanted his songs 
to say is necessarily what the listen- 
er has to take away after listening. 

“It’s interesting sometimes. I have 
people ask, ‘Well, what does it 
mean?’ And I don’t know. I read a 
lot of poetry, and a poem, of course, 
is going to have a certain meaning 
to the writer. But it's usually pretty 
personal. I’m not going to tell any- 
body what it means. Its just music 
after all.”

So was the burden of 
delivering radio-ready rock to the 
masses too great for one man, or did 
he just needs some guys to party 
with on the bus? 

“1 do enjoy the band environment 
and the interaction with the mem- 
bers, but only when they all have a 
vested interest in the band,” says 
Edwin from his home in Toronto. “I 
enjoy the fact that people share the 
workload and it’s not all on one per- 
son. I like it when things come from 
a mixed perspective instead of from 
one person.” 

Such words come as a bit of sur- 
prise from the single-named rock 
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icon, but apparently Edwin has had 
many external voices telling him 
what his next move should be. 

“You can’t stop people from giv- 
ing you their opinions,” insists 
Edwin. “Some say I should go more 
into lite-rock radio crossover type of 
thing, other people say go back to 
the screaming and yelling, It just 
depends on what I feel like I can take 
out there on tour and do with con- 
viction.”

He's been a musical 
mentor of sorts for me. We started 
working as a duo, Steve (Pineo) 
began sitting in occasionally and 
then Ross (Watson) joined in. It was 
sort of an organic progression.” 

Back when Cowsill and Leacock 
were working as a duo, the idea was 
always to make a record, but as 
usual money was a factor. “We're 
musicians, not businessmen”, says 
Leacock. “But then we met a fellow 
by the name of Abe Epp. He's a 
builder in Calgary and a huge music 
fan. He told us we should make a 
record, and when we started to 
make excuses, he just asked, ‘What 
will it take?” 

With Epp providing the financial 
backing, the group was soon record- 
ing at the Mecca Café, just west of 
Calgary. 

“We were lucky enough to get 
Miles Wilkinson up from Nashville 
to record the album and I can’t give 
him enough credit for capturing the 
energy of our live show on tape.” 
Mixed at Beta Sound in Edmonton, 


the recording has become a solid 
regional hit. Now, the group is look- 
ing ahead to recording in the near 
future. “We'd like it to be half live, 
half studio, featuring some more 
original material.” 

When asked to explain the popu- 
larity of the C o-Dependents, Leacock 
is at a bit of a loss, “There’ve been 
lots of projects that I’ve worked on 
that came and went like a fart in the 
wind, but this seems to have a life of 
its own. [Radio station] CKUA has 
helped out immeasurably in that, 
but really it comes down to basics. 
We've all been doing this long 
enough as individuals and collec- 
tively to have a reputation. Billy likes 
to say ‘It’s music by dead guys with 
a few originals thrown in,’ but it 
goes deeper than that. We're not 
slick, but we know how to play and 
we enjoy playing together; that 
always comes across to the audience 
and we always win over the crowd.” 

The fact the group features impec- 
cable vocal harmonies, playing and 
great showmanship might explain it.

All music genres dipped fairly 
evenly in sales, with two exceptions:

2001, and jazz titles were also up 
slightly. Of the ten top-selling 
albums in 2002, four were country: 
Dixie Chicks’ Home, Alan Jackson's

track. The year’s top-selling album 
was The Eminem Show, which sold

YOU JUST GOT HOME FROM THE CLUB 
YOU had a wild time, danced up a 
storm and that guy/ girl you were 
talking to thinks it would be a good 
time to just hang out tomorrow 
night. YOU had a phenomenal 
night. But, YOU need some sleep 
and have to be at work at 9 am, yet 
don't feel like sleeping. YOU are too 
excited and over-stimulated and 
need to CHILL OUT. Get in the 
proper frame of mind to get to sleep. 
Here’s a pharmaceutical- and Enya- 
free way to help you the next time 
such an occasion arises. 

The inclusion of ambient or chill- 
out music in dance culture first 
started during Britain’s acid house 
explosion of the late ‘80s. Not being 
used to more than an hour of con- 
tinuous happiness, fun and ecstatic 
dancing, British fans of Chicago 
House and Detroit Techno needed a 
place they could relax mid-party 
before they got back on the dance 
floor. Surprisingly, one of the first 
albums made specifically for these 
rooms is also one of the very best. 
Thankfully, the KLF’s Chill Out 
(1990, WaxTrax/TVT) is easily 
available. The reason this beautiful, 
beatless collage works so well is that 
it sounds like tonight's feature 
dream has already started but 
you're not there yet. You're walking 
through a desert, some sheep are 
there — why are they there? Doesn’t 
matter. Then you're on a train in 
some faraway galaxy witha guy 
that sounds like the DJ from 
“Vanishing Point” and he’s yelling. 
Not at you, just yelling. Then an 
angelic chorus accompanies you on 
your voyage to the moon. Elvis is 
along for the ride, of course. Why 
Elvis? Because... it’s always Elvis. 
Even though it sounds like a terri- 
ble, scattered mess, it’s so well 
mixed and composed it would have 
made Bach smile. 

The genre isn’t all spaced-out, 
though. A lot of people like the jazz- 
ier side of chill as well. One album 
on that wavelength is Mr. Scruff’s 
first album, Keep It Unreal (1997, 
Ninja Tune). From the now popular 


“Get a Move On’ to “Midnight 
Feast,” staying ina frenzied state 
won't be an option for long. For a 
newer, jazzier downtempo album, 
see Koop’s Waltz For Koop (2002, 
Compost /Quango). Taking a more 
than obvious nod from Bill Evans, 
the album mixes the cool be-bop 
ballad sound from the ’50s, but 
keeps the low end groovy —’70s 
style (with some beautiful vocals). 
Rainer Truby’s Compost label is also 
responsible for the well-respected 
and wonderful Future Sound Of Jazz 
series. 

Also, in recent years bands like 
Tortoise and Montreal’s Do Make 
Say Think have used the sounds of 
rock & roll and stripped ‘them down 
to an Eno-like ambience. Tortoise’s 


Millions Now Living Will Never Die 
(1997, Thrill Jockey) and it’s 20 
minute opening opus “Djed” is 
some of the best music you'll ever 
hear, never mind just relax too. 
That's the best part about all of this 
music, it’s not just for when you 
need to relax. 

But what of Brian Eno, who 
coined the phrase “ambient music” 
in the late ‘70s? Offered up as music 
to listen to while doing other things, 
it’s also the perfect music to do 
nothing to. The opening bass and 
piano lines from Ambient 1: Music 
For Airports is absolutely beautiful. 
This album, as well as Ambient 4: On 
Land and the others in the ambient 
series are available at mid-price at 
most record stores. Try one of them 
out when you get home Saturday 
night and learn why everybody still 
reveres him as a musical genius. 
Here's to some good music and a 
good night's rest.

Polanski’s Pianist moves just by letting us see

THE PIANIST ISN'T AN EMOTIONALLY 


easy film. There’s little sense that it’s 
been crafted into a story, a machine 
to make you feel and react in certain 
ways. The Pianist isn’t about heroic 
journeys or dramatic, character- 
building experiences, Director 
Roman Polanski will not tell you 
how to feel. All he’s saying is, “Here. 
Sit down. Watch what happened.” 

What happened was the 
Holocaust, and the power of The 
Pianist comes from how simply and 
unemotionally it casts its gaze about 
and sees the most terrible things: 
trivial acts of evil at first, like two 
German soldiers ordering an old, 
armbanded Jewish man to walk in 
the gutter. Then worse: a street 
turned into a brick wall, sealing the 
Jews in. Then worse. Just things, 
glimpsed, noticed, as normal life 
turns into careless death. 

The Pianist refuses easy categoriza- 


tions, admitting no heroes or vil- 
lains. It’s not hard to point the cam- 
era and show Nazis doing evil, but 
Polanski is just as uncompromising 
and unsentimental when he points 
the camera at the Warsaw Jews. He 
will show youa family of Jews argu- 
ing about where to hide their 
money, fighting over slop spilled on 
the road, collaborating with the 
enemy, selling each other out, giving 
up hope. He will show you defeat. 

The centre of the film is concert 
pianist Wldyslaw Szpilman, played 
with haunted gauntness by Adrian 
Brody. He is the one we follow, but 
he is no hero. He doesn’t live 
because he’s smarter, or better, or 
more worthy of life, or because his 
music gives him the strength to go 
on. He just lives, and around him we 
see the hollowed-out thing the 
world has become. 

Brody does a stunning job as 
Szpilman. It's hard to play a role that 
leaves you mostly by yourself; it’s 
even harder when the story isn’t 
built around dramatic, character- 
defining choices. Brody’s eyes hold 
us, taking us with him even as 
Szpilman doesn’t know where he’s 


going, is saved by chance from the 
trains, helped out of the ghetto, and 
finally sent scurrying from flat to flat 
to rubble to rubble, looking for any- 
thing to eat. We're not expected to 
love him, though we do admire him 
and the moments when he recalls 
the music that animated his life are 
hauntingly beautiful. 

The film is so subtle and uninflect- 
ed, you almost miss extraordinary 
heroism and courage when it 
appears. Szpilman’s escape from the 
ghetto is assisted by several Warsaw 
gentiles, whose hurried conversa- 
tions and brief appearances belie the 
fact that they are risking their lives 
not just for Szpilman, but for dozens 
or hundreds of others. At another 
point, Szpilman glances out of his 
window and sees shooting in the 
streets. He is seeing a ghetto upris- 
ing, rebels fighting off German sol- 
diers for over a month. The Pianist 
doesn’t call attention to these things: 
it doesn’t swell music for feeling, but 
it expresses feeling all the same. 

For all its seeming dispassion, The 
Pianist is a deeply emotional film 
With choices so subtle they don’t 
even feel like choices at all, Polanski 
gives us a human picture of an 
unthinkable thing. The drama and 
heroics of movies fall away and 
leave us, somehow, with the thing 
itself. Unforgettable.

ONE SHUDDERS TO THINK WHAT 


Hollywood would do with the story 
for Chinese writer-director Wang 
Chao’s The Orphan of Anyang, adapt- 
ed from his own novella. Limp 
romantic comedy? Tear-jerking 
melodrama? An uneasy blend of 
both? An Oscar-trawling perfor- 
mance by Charlize Theron as the 
hooker with a heart of gold? It 
impairs the digestion just to specu- 
late. 

But, from the very start, you can 
tell Wang has no inclination toward 
melodrama or broad comedy. The 
film opens with a tableaux of a 
grimy industrial area where a man 
loiters impassively, slouching 
against a wall, kicking a bottle 
down the street, watching the wind 
whip up dust devils on a vacant 
patch of gravel. There’s no sound- 
track but the rumble of distant 
urban noises and no dialogue for 
the first several minutes until 
Dogang (Sun Giulin), a factory 
worker who has just lost his job, 
orders some noodles from a rickety 
food stand, only to discover he has 
no money. He canvasses his 


and they agree to meet monthly. 
When Yanli is thrown out by the 
child’s father, a brutish pimp 
named Si-de (Yue Senyi), Dogang 
takes her in and lets her use his 
apartment to turn tricks while he 
fixes bikes across the street. One day 
Si-de, dying of cancer and eager to 
have an heir, shows up with his ret- 
inue of goons to claim the kid. 

With minimal dialogue, long 
eventless takes, no incidental music 
and restrained, almost timid perfor- 
mances, The Orphan of Anyang man- 
ages to undermine every melodra- 
matic mechanism of its story. The 
initial meeting between Dogang 
and Yanli is shown ina single 
unbroken shot, most of which fea- 
tures Dogang scarfing his noodles 
with the baby across Fis lap. 
Nothing significant is said, no emo- 
tion betrayed. Even when some- 
thing exciting threatens to happen, 
the scene ends or the action moves 
off screen, leaving you to stare at the 








space the characters inhabited the 
moment before. Though infused 
with a certain deadpan humour, 
there is no laughter in The Orphan of 
Anyang and the film’s only smile, 
between mother and child, is elided 
by an abrupt cut to the next scene. 

The backdrop couldn’t be more 
unglamorous — an ugly, overcast, 
garbage-strewn city into which cen- 
turies of grime have been etched. 
Anyang may have redeeming fea- 
tures, but Wang Chao has kept his 
camera away from them. 

But all this understatement and 
grim reality work in the film’s 
favour. If it prompts you to feel 
something, it’s not because the 
actors are pretty or charming or the 
story uplifting, or that the director is 
probing the everyday evils of an 
uncaring society. In fact, the oblique 
ending confounds attempts to find 
consolation or a moral in the fates of 
the characters. They persist, their 
lives untransformed by love or loy- 
alty or the fleeting courage they 
haye to muster. The Orphan of 
Anyang suggests that their humani- 
ty lies not just in sacrifice and strug- 
gle, but in the moments in between.

CONFESSIONS OF A DANGEROUS 
Mind is one of those movies that, 
when somebody asks how it was, 
you say “interesting.” You don’t 
know if it’s actually, good, if you real- 
ly liked it... but at the same time 
there's some damn good stuff in 
there worth thinking about 

There are a lot of reasons to be 
interested in Confessions of A 
Dangerous Mind. Let's tick them off. 

First, it’s written by screenwriting 
wunderman Charlie Kauffman, bet- 
ter known for writing Being John 
Malkovitch, barely known at all for 
writing Human Nature, and getting 
pretty known for writing Adaptation 
Kauffman scripts tend to have a 
sharp, off-kilter sense of humor, a 
probing willingness to deal with out- 
landish concepts, and a solid 
grounding in the human heart. As 
far as any writer can be a star in 
Hollywood, he’s it. 

Second, it’s directed by George 
Clooney. don’t know about you 
guys, but I love George C looney. 

Not only did he rock in Three Kings 
and Out of Sight, not only has he 
been expertly balancing popcorn-fun 
like Ocean's Eleven with out-there 
risky stuff like Solaris, and not only is 


he the only guy out there who even 





comes close in charisma and charm 
to those old movie types like Cary 
Grant — he alsc played Bruce 
Wayne in Batman and Robin, then 
had the decency to apologize for 
making such a sucky movie 

though he was one of the only things 


that didn’t suck about it! You wanna 
direct, George? Go for it, man 

Thirdly, there’s the premise, a 
harsh look into the life story of 
Chuck Barris, the TV producer who 
gave us the Gong Show and who 
also, according to his autobiography 
spent much of the ‘60s killing people 
or the CIA. Sounds like some tasty 
society-slamming satire, yes it does. 
The other big winning thing about 
this film, the thing you wouldn't 
now until you'd seen it, is Sam 
Rockwell, who plays Barris. Maybe 
you remember him as the good-guy- 
who-becomes-the-bad-guy in 
Charlie's Angels, but even if you 
don’t, he’s definitely worth checking 
out. A role like this requires a lot of 
all-over-the-place, a lot of nervous 
energy shuffled into cold calculation 
diced into slick charm, and Rockwell 
nails it in every scene, whether he’s 
sweating out in front of the Gong 
Show cameras, freezing out his 
devoted girlfriend Drew Barrymore, 
or just smoking and Cuniking about 
killing people. “This guy feels like a 
movie star; you can’t help but be 
interested when he’s onscreen. 

As a first-time director, Clooney 
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The only problem is that after a 
while, well, we get it. The fact that he 
hates people makes him a good TV 
producer and killer. Neat, but what 
else? There comes a point where the 
setting up is over, and the finishing 
up is supposed to kick in, but it 
never quite does. Julia Roberts 
shows up as a pretty unconvincing 
East-euro hitwoman of some kind, 
and there’s some fruity plotline 
about a mole in the organization, but 
this isn’t a spy thriller, so we don’t 
really get into the spy-thrills plotline. 

Confessions ofa Dangerous Mind is a 
rambling autobiography, so it makes 
sense that the movie rambles a bit, 
but eventually you start wondering 
if it’s going to end. It does, of course,

STUDIOS COUNT ON MOVIE POSTERS 
to speak volumes when it comes to 
drawing an audience, so a lot has to 
be said in just a single picture. 
Sometimes a two-dimensional 
poster tells you enough about a two- 
dimensional film that you've seen all 
you need to just by walking through 
the theatre lobby. 

For example, let’s take a look at 
the poster for A Guy Thing. For 
starters, the studio is banking that 
women will see the film because 
they love Jason Lee's sardonic per- 
sona. He’s the top-billed star, but all 
you see of him on the poster is his 
head. Few women are going to be 
lured to the film by his hairy spoon- 
chest, they just love his inherent 
Jason Leeness. He's not your classic 
leading man. 

But because North Americans 
read left-to-right, the first image to 
catch the eye is young, blonde Julia 
Stiles in a tight, mid-riff baring tank 
top. On the opposite end is Selma 
Blair wearing the international sym- 
bol for being a pent-up frump: the 
dreaded earth-tone turtleneck. Sure, 
her curvaceous rear is full sight, and 
her smile is perfect, but she’s a 
brunette, with short hair no less! In 
Hollywood terms she might as well 


be a librarian... or a man. And just in 
case you didn’t get that she’s not 
part of the party, her back is turned. 
She might as well be farting in Jason 
Lee’s face, for Chrissake. Like she'll 
ever win. 

Caught in the middle is Lee, the 
consummate “guy,” AKA skinny 
white dude. Just look at him all con- 
fused and sandwiched between the 
two opposites. There's the dramatic 
premise for you: will he pick sensi- 
ble Selma or jaw-dropping Julia? Is 
that a question even worth asking? 
C’mon, he’s your average, 
hairy / spoon-chested guy — The 
Guy, in fact, and he needs to party 
with a free spirit, meaning the girl 
with low-cut jeans and earthy pen- 
dant. 

You can tell he’s on the same 
wavelength as Stiles, as they’re both 
looking straight ahead. Selma on the 
other hand is so out of the loop that 
she’s busy checking out Julia, per- 
haps secretly admiring the other 
girl’s ideal womanly attributes from 
her own cold shoulder. 

So there you have it — the story 
and how it turns out, all on the 
poster. 

To elaborate, Lee plays Paul, a 
sensible guy living in Seattle 
(although the presence of 
Vancouver's Zulu records suggests 
otherwise) who’s engaged to a sensi- 
ble girl, Karen (Blair). He works a 
sensible job at her father’s publish- 
ing company, all the while wearing 
sensible sweaters.

As you can guess, the film, which 
had four writers including Greg 
Glienna (Meet the Parents), doesn’t 
have a lot going for it. The leads are 
underwritten and boring, the clichés 
pervasive, and the demands on 
credulity unreasonable. 

The film struggles particularly 
with Stiles’ character, who is that 
conflicted Hollywood ideal: the vir- 
gin whore. Becky wakes up buck 
naked in Paul's bed, but insists she 
didn’t actually sleep with him. The 
circumstances and logistics of what 
happened are never even explained 
because that would only complicate 
things, right? 

Although the whole project 
should be a wash, somehow it's still 
fairly entertaining, There are a few 
well-written bits that transcend the 
inane, and many of the hackneyed 
gags work because the supporting 
characters are strong. In the lame, 
formulaic world of the romantic 
comedy, it’s usually better to forget 
the romance element all together 
and strive for a few good laughs. A 
Guy Thing is better than most of its 
ilk, rising to, well, slightly better 
than mediocre status, which is a 
whole lot more than the insipid 
poster promises.

The Glace Bay Miner's Museum has 
every prospect of becoming a kind 
of Canadian classic. But the story 
behind the story is probably more 
convoluted than the...uh... story 
itself.

Sheldon Currie. (He's from 
Antigonish — home to the earliest 
activities of one Beth Graham, now 
an actress living and working in 
Edmonton.) Charlie Dave came to 
feature in “The Glace Bay Miner's 
Museum,” a short story written by 
Currie and published in the 
Antigonish Review in 1976. Writer 
and dramatist Wendy Lill turned the 
story into a radio play for the CBC. 
Then, to oblige some nice folks who

It was so bizarre.”); she 
featured in the Citadel Theatre's pro- 
duction of Paper Bag Princess; and 
she took on the one-person drama 
Shape of a Girl for Concrete Theatre. 
Still to come this year, she'll appear 
in Stop Kiss with Kill Your Television 
at the Roxy Theatre and in Language 
of Angels for Northern Light Theatre. 

And that’s not the end of it. “I def- 
initely want to write more. I definite- 
ly want to create more of my own 
material.” She's currently working 
ona script, a commission from 
Shadow Theatre. She and her long- 
time collaborator Daniella Vlaskalic 
are working on a script that incorpo- 
rates a larger group of performers 
than the two-player pieces (The 
Drowning Girls, Comrades) that have 
garnered them such attention. 

Graham enthuses about the 
strength of her working relationship 
with Vlaskalic, whom she met in 
university. “I think it’s bizarre and 
wonderful all at the same time. I 
think the big thing is respect, and 
we're honest with each other.” 

“I guess there’s a lot of trust there 
too. You make the leap that there’s 
going to be someone there to pull 
you out of the hole.”

The right to make mistakes contends with 
fear of bygone errors in If We Are Women 


IF WE ARE WOMEN

NO POLITICS ARE MORE COMPLI- 
cated and convoluted than family 
politics. Look at the energy and per- 
verseness with which parents and 
grandparents play down their frus- 
trated desires and expectations unto 
their children and grandchildren. 

Taking on that between-the-eyes 
issue in an unflinchingly poignant, 
autobiographical work is Canadian- 
born, U.S.-based Joanna McClelland 
Glass’ If We Are Women. Directed by 
Jim Guedo — the award-winning 
former Artistic Director of 
Edmonton’s late Phoenix Theatre — 
this psychologically gripping play is 
beginning its run at the Citadel 
Theatre on Jan. 25. 

Glass’ theatrical meditation docu- 
ments a terse family reunion — of 
sorts — between three determined 
generations of women: two grand- 
mas (Valerie Ann Pearson‘s Ruth 
and Donna Belleville’s Rachel); their 
daughter / daughter-in-law 
(Christine MacInnis’ Jessica); and 
granddaughter (Jennie Esdale’s 
Polly). 

The central theatrical confab has a 
mixed agenda — the sudden death 
of Jessica's live-in lover and the 
impending graduation/ pressing 
declaration of love by Polly. Because 
of her low position on the genera- 
tional totem pole, 18-year-old Polly 
becomes the work’s emotional mag- 
net, struggling to find a space for 
herself and her own burgeoning 
desires in the face of her three genet- 
ic predecessors determined that she 
not follow in unproductive familial 
ruts.

“Polly is very much in love for the 
first time in her life and is full of 
hope and anticipation,” says Esdale 
of ae high-octane character. “She 
has all these plans and is so excited, 
but her mother and grandmothers 
aren't. She has a really beautiful spir- 
it and doesn’t fully understand con- 
sequences.” 

In particular the three socially dis- 
parate elder women unite to berate 
the youngest woman in the clan for 
her decision to forgo Yale in favour 
of running off to a farm in Colorado 
with a brand-new squeeze. 

This spontaneous, lifestyle-shift- 
ing decision grates on the older gen- 
erations’ nerves, given that all three 
women have massive regrets about 
not having gone far or deep enough 
in their own educations (ranging 
from Ruth’s frustration at her illitera- 
cy and Grade Two education to 
Rachel's irritation at having been

passed over career-wise by women 
who went to the same Ivy League 
schools Polly is bolting from). 

“Polly wants the freedom to be 
able to make her own mistakes, but 
the other women in the play are so 
terrified that she’s going to repeat 
their mistakes. It’s such a universal 
truth that I’m sure everyone can 
relate.” 

While undeniably domestic, 
Esdale says If We Are Women is far 
from a stereotypical “kitchen sink 
drama.” 

“This is a very lyrical, very poetic 
play where time bends, It’s a vision- 
ary, stylized piece of drama and is 
quite surreal in parts,” says the 
Edmonton-raised, Calgary-based 
actor who was last in Edmonton 
with the Sterling-nominated 
Blackbird Puppet Project that she 
helped develop. “Jim (Guedo) really 
understands this play’s deep, lay- 
ered, musical nature and is accenting 
that.” 

“This isn’t a women’s studies 
piece. It’s light and brilliant and it’s 
doing those magical things that can 
only be done in the live theatre. In 
the end, it’s about these women’s 
very different lives and experiences, 
and how the connecting thread 
comes down to the same thing every 
time — it’s the woman who bears 
the child,” says Esdale, noting that 
Glass pulled the play’s title from 
Virginia Woolf's observation that 
“we think back through our moth- - 
ers, if we are women.” 

Although the work is set on the 
east coast of the United States, 
Esdale says it has a built-in prairie 
point-of-view in Ruth, a lifelong 
prairie woman who still lives in 
Saskatchewan. While boasting an 
impressive American production 
peer Glass’ work always has 

d a foot firmly in her native land. 

The play was partially commis- 
sioned in 1990 by Citadel Artistic 
Director Bob Baker who was then 
Artistic Director of Toronto's: he 
Canadian Stage Company.

NO EVENT CRUCIFIED THOSE OLD- 
time American Christian values 
with such flair as the PTL scandal. 
When Jim and Tammy Faye 
Bakker’s ministry went the way of 
Babylon, collapsing under the 
weight of adultery, blackmail, tax 
evasion and fraud, it was more like 
performance art. So it makes perfect 
sense that the raunchiest force in 
country gospel would adopt the 
name Tammy Faye Starlite. 

“Oh my, I truly don’t know,” she 
replies in character when asked if 
the other Tammy Faye is aware of 
her, adding, “I would imagine we 
could have a good time together. 
We're very similar — we both have 
permanently lined lips. But hers are 
on her mouth.” 

The singer, whose mission is to 
“combat evil by embodying it,” is 
actually a 30-something Jewish 
actress from New York named 
Tammy Lang. The satirist takes the 
staples of the genre (divorce, love, 
drinkin’, faith, etc.) and turns them 
into ditties about incest, rape, 
abuse, abortion, and sex with Jesus. 
Her melding of Patsy Cline and 
Tank Girl has resulted in songs like 
“Tf You’re Comin’ Down Sweet 


Jesus,” “God Has Lodged A Tenant 
In My Uterus,” a twisted reworking 
of Holly Dunn’s “Daddy Hands,” 
and a spoof of Deanna Carter's 

“Did I Shave My Legs For This,” 
called, you guessed it, “Did I Shave 
My Vagina For This?” 

And when she’s not doing 
Tammy Faye, her side projects 
include The Mike Hunt Band (say it 
quickly), which covers Stones’ 
songs, and developing an even nas- 
tier character named Crystal Night 
(after Kristallnacht, the infamous 
Nazi riot that killed Jews and 
destroyed their property). Night is 
married to a Klan member, and her 
theme song is “He’s Lynching and 
I'm Lonely.” 

With so many lines to cross, she 
(meaning the Starlite character) 
admits it’s difficult to pick a 
favourite topic. “I love them all so 
much. I guess have to honor my 
daddy, like the commandment 
says, so I'll say incest, but a good 
gang rape truly satisfies. It’s just 
100% pure fun, as Matthew Sweet 
would say. I think he likes rape, too. 
In fact, | know he does.” 

Starlite’s Lenny Bruce-style of 
shock humour has resulted in more 
than just Offended audience mem- 
bers walking out of her shows. 
During a performance at the 
famous Bluebird café in Nashville, 
her mic was turned off after she 
played the incest-themed 
“Moonshiner’s Child.” Her 
response was to follow it up with 
an unplugged version of “Ride The 
Cotton Pony,” a song about having 
oral sex with a menstruating girl- 
friend. 

Conservative values aren't her 
only targets, however. Starlite is just 
as adept at slagging other singers. 
She’s known to have a hate-on for 
that “skag” Faith Hill, and her Web 
site makes a point of grouping 
Christian singer Amy Grant's web 
page with divine- 
interventions.com, a company sell- 
ing religious sex toys, like the 
Jackhammer Jesus dildo and the

Starlite may be working on an 
extraordinary list of enemies, but 
her show has also attracted high- 
profile friends. Her On My Knees EP 
was produced by Eric “Roscoe” 
Ambel, whose credits include Ian 
Hunter and Mojo Nixon. More 
impressive is her back-up band, The 
Angels of Mercy, which hes boasted 
Jimmy Lester from The 
Straightjackets, former Wilco drum- 
mer Ken Coomer, and Steve Earle 
drummer Will Rigby. 

On the subject of Earle, one won- 
ders just what is Starlite’s take on 
controversial “serious” country 
songs? Is she enamored by the lefty 
politics of Steve, or would she stand 
by equally outspoken conservative 
Toby Keith? 

“Steve is a feral and virile hunk 
of man,” she states, “and I hear he 
goes down there so often (he does 
like to eat), but Toby, well, I think 
he may be a racist and that just 
turns me on so much, It’s quite a 
toss-up, which I enjoy as well.

Maxwell sticks to the recipe for familiarity

LET'S GET OUR PREJUDICES OUT IN 
the open, shall we? I don’t go to many 
mid-range chain restaurants any- 
more. This wasn’t exactly a conscious 
decision. At some point, the occur- 
rence of trips to Earl's, Joey Tomato’s, 
Moxie’s and other distributors of mid- 
dle-of-the-road food, strictly regi- 
mented hospitality and generic kitsch 
that demarcated my round of eating 
out just tapered off. Perhaps it’s my 
palate that demanded more adven- 
ture than is generally available at such 
outlets, or maybe the rote cheerful- 
ness of the staff and strictly enforced 
“quality” of the food made me feel 
like I was being carried through my 
dining experience on a conveyor belt. 

In any event, I was prepared to 
have my prejudices challenged. A 
friend recommended hitting the new 
Maxwell Taylor's on 53 Ave. for lunch 
and, half-starving with indecision, I 
relented. 

Like a flight attendant with a pair of 
doddering passengers, the hostess 
directed us to our seats, pointed out 
where the washrooms were and told 
us the name of our server, who would 
be with us right away. The dining 
room was reminiscent of other restau- 
rants of this ilk — large and open, 
dominated by a circular bar laden 
with beer taps and frozen drink con- 
traptions, cluttered with rock and roll 
memorabilia, neon signs and other 
sight-gag dross. 

Our server, as promised, was with 
us in an instant, then gone, then with 
us again, bearing two pints of dark 
beer, though she had forgotten which 
was which and my friend and I had to 
pass them back and forth to figure out 
which one we ordered. She took our 
request for a calamari starter ($6), a 
Maxwell's Signature Burger ($8.75) 
with house salad for me and a Warm 
Prawn and Spinach Salad ($9.50) for 
my friend. Our server warned us the 
latter dish was brand new and highly 
experimental and that the one she had 
served so far was not well-received. 
My friend decided to be bold. 

She'd scarcely left when she was 
suddenly back with a plate of cala- 
mani, sided with steam-cooked noo- 
dles and a dipping sauce that tasted 
like equal parts tzatziki and ranch 
dressing. The calamari was appropri- 
ately crispy and rubbery, but it had 
been heaped into a lettuce leaf, which 
did nothing to absorb the oil it had 
been immersed in. As a result, the top 
pieces drained onto the lower pieces 
and the final few morsels were rather 


greasy. 

If timing is ing, Maxwell 
Taylor's gets full marks, for just as we 
were finishing the calamari, our main 
courses arrived. No one’s going to 
tush out and try a restaurant just 





My friend wished he could have 
had his dressing on the side. His salad 
was topped with stir-fried prawns, 
mushrooms and onions and a vinai- 
grette, which amounted to a bit too 
much oil on the food — his face, as 
they say, looked like a glazed donut. 
The server checked in to see how the 
food was then, moments later, the 
manager was at our table, apologizing 
and whisking the salad away to have 
it remade “properly.” The kitchen’s 
second attempt proved far more 
palatable and the manager returned 
to make sure my friend was appropri- 
ately mollified. 

After this interaction, it occurred to 
me that everyone at Maxwell Taylor's 
is working from a recipe — the people 
who build it, the helpful servers, the 
kitchen staff, the pre-emptively con- 
cerned manager. But in the same way 
that following a recipe is not the same 
as cooking, making a restaurant from 
a formula is likely to result in a lack of 
genuine flavour. 

Or maybe I’m some kind of bitchy 
food snob. In all, the menu selection 
was crowd-pleasing, the food was 
quite acceptable, the service prompt 
and attentive, the atmosphere inoffen- 
sive — it was all pretty much as 
expected. It would be unfair to criti- 
cize what was a passable chain restau- 
rant meal. But I'd be lying if I said I 
plan to go back soon.

on the behind-the-scenes etiquette of filming a sex scene. 
(Cable-series sex, not adult-movie sex). I've done theater 
and some extra work in film, but up to now I’ve never done 
sex/nudity. However, the time has come: I’m in a real sex 
scene and I’m not sure how to conduct myself on the set! I'd 
like to go in with some knowledge of common courtesies. 
Are there established guidelines for this? How do | find out 
what is or isn’t okay to say, do, touch, look at, get close to or 
linger around? Please tell me that somewhere in your trav- 
els you've met someone, read something, or know of a book 
that will answer these kinds of questions! 

TV-MA 


“Get the nerves out of the way right away,” suggests actor 
and director John Cameron Mitchell. “Say, ‘I've never done this 
before.’ Then get comfortable and try to become quick bud- 
dies. And you might as well make out a little before the filming 
starts since you're going to be making out for the next 12 
hours anyway.” 

Mitchell has been a professional actor for twenty years and 
he knows more than most about filming sex scenes, having 
made out before the cameras with numerous women (see Girl 
Six and Book of Love) and the occasional man (see Hedwig 
and the Angry Inch, which he wrote, directed and starred in). 
One of the most important things you can do, according to 
Mitchell, is to take control of the scene. “Make it a conspiracy 
among the actors,” Mitchell says. “Tell the director what you 
want. Do you need some time alone on the set? A cleared set? 
Make demands.” 

As for the common courtesies, Mitchell suggests you bathe, 
brush, and floss. “But don't floss right before filming,” he 
warned, “because you don’t want your gums to be bleeding.” 
(For the record: bathe, brush and floss before work is good 
advice regardless of what you do for a living.) 

One quibble with your letter, TV-MA: You've been hired to 
doa sex scene ina film, not have “real sex.” American movies 
don't show “real” sex, only simulated sex — not, at least, until 
John Cameron Mitchell's next film comes out. Mitchell is cur- 
rently casting his next movie, a film that will show real actors 
having real, non-simulated sex. “! want to make film that uses 
real sex but that is also a real film — narratively, emotionally,” 
Mitchell says. “The French are doing it,” in movies like Baise- 
Moiand Romance, “but it’s de-eroticized and pretentious. In

open call. “We're asking people to make a 
video in which they discuss an important 
sexual event in their lives,” Mitchell says.
